Called upon, in consequence of His 
Majesty's indisposition, to exercise the 
Prerogatives of the Crown on His bft- 
half, it was the firet wish of My heart 
to be allowed to restore into His hands 
the powere with which I was intnisl- 
ted. It hsB pleased Almighty God 
to 
to detenniiM otherwise ; and I have not been insensible to the advantages which I have derived from admi- 
nistering in My dear Fatbei's name, the Government of this Realm. 

Tlie Support which I have received frtnn Parliament, and the Country, in limes the most eventful, and under the 
most arduous circumstances, could alone inspire Mo with tlint confidence which My present station demands. 

The experience of the past, will I trust satisfy all classes of My People, that it will ever be My most anxious 
endeavour to prttroote their prosperity and happmesa, and to maintain unimpaired the Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
tiaof the Kingdom." 

Whereupon the Lords of the Council made it their humble request to His Majesty, that this His Majesty's 
most gracious Dedanbon to their Lordships might be made public ; which His Majesty was pleased to 
<wder accordingly. 

WHEREAS it hath pleased Almighty God to call to his Mercy uur late Sovereign Lor^ King George the 
Third, of blessed memory, by whose decease the Imperial Crown of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland is solely and rightblty come to the High and Migb^ Prince, George Prince of Wales; We therefore 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal of this Realm, being here assisted with these of his late Majesty's Privy 
Council, with nombers erf other princ^>al Gentlemen of Quahty, with the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Citi- 
Mos of London, do now hereby with one voiceaDd consent of tongue and heart, publish and proclaim. That 
the High aad mlg^y Prince, George Prince of Wales is now, by the death uf our hUe Sovereign of happy
